SECTION I. Ordinanees legalized-pending litigation. That all ordinances 

passed by the town council of the said town of Shannon City, in Union and 
Ringgold counties, Iowa, not in conflict with the laws of the state of Iowa, are 
hereby legalized, and the same are declared valid and binding, the same as 
though the law had been complied with in all respects in the passage of said 
ordinances. But nothing in this act shall in any manner affect any pending 
litigation. . 

SEC. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance. shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Des Moines 
Capital. a newspaper published in the city of Des Moines, Polk county. Iowa, 
and in the Shannon City Sun, a newspaper published in the town of Shannon 
City. in Union county, Iowa, both publications to be without expense to the 
state.
